Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior 
art Ota et al US 2007/0217650 teaches the use of a hand held device for 
displaying an image of a device, on the touch screen of the hand-held device, to 
be remotely controlled by the hand-held device. The remotely controlled device 
transmits specific and detail control data to the hand-held device. However, the 
present application antedates the Ota reference. Present application is in 
condition for allowance.
